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Response to Appeal Brief 



1 . This action is in response to Appeal Brief filed 10/3/03. 

2. The brief includes the Status of Claims: "Claims 1-5,7,8,10-13, 16-35,37,38, 56- 
61,70 and 76 are pending and all have been rejected." However, the status of 
intervening claims are missing and are required under 37 CFR 1.192 (c) (3), which 
requires a statement of status of all the claims in the application.
